Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 9-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

With respect to claim 9, the dependency status of claim 9 is ambiguous. It is not 
clear if claim 9 is independent claim or if claim 9 is dependent on claim 1 . If claim 9 is 
an independent claim, the format for writing independent claim is improper, this cause 
confusion in determining fee payment. If claim 9 is the dependent claim, claim 9 is 
rejected under 1 12 4th paragraph for failing to further limit claim 1 . 

With respect to claims 11-13, refer to discussion in claim 9 above. 

Claims 10,14-15 are rejected as being depended on a rejected claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

Prior arts of record do not disclose a system for fault determination and location 
by time domain reflectometry in a network having a plurality of optical fiber lines to be 
tested. The system comprises: a means for separating each of said lines to be tested 
into two channels; a first channel to receive a first test impulse corresponds to a first 
test; and a second channel to receive a second test impulse corresponding to a second 
test, the length of said second channel being greater than the length of said first 
channel by a predetermined overlength, each of said overlengths being different for 
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each of said lines which structurally arranged and functionally operated as claimed in 
claim 1.
